Burley district was o2.6 cents a 
pound In 1920 ab compared with an 
average ©f 25.8 cents in 1919. The 
ATerase eoat of produciiv dark fire- 
cvred t B^ m e m oe <• 'faraui te the 
dark tobacco area of Kentucky was 
14.9 cents a pound in 1920, as 
compared with 17.2 cents Jn 1919, 
and was less than one-half tthe cost 
•C wn im t lkg Bartegr* These fibres 
are disclosed fn a oost-ot-preducing 
study made by the College of Agri- 
culture of the University of Ken- 
tucky and the United States De- 
partment oC AsHe«|ture under a 'Co- 
operative armgMMBt Fifiwes.

The yield per acre on 74 Burley- 
farms ranged from 378 pounds to 
1,492 pounds with an average of 
907.86 poimda. The cost per acre 
ranged frani f Kf.tf to fm.CO 
with an average of $295.73. The 
cost per pound ranged fr<?m 20 cents 
to 66 cents. Approximately 80 per 
cent, of the tobacco fras produced 
at IT esnta a pbnnd or laaa. The av- 
erage yield In If If was 1.492 
pounds. The light weight of the 
1920 crop is •'ittributed to the un- 
usual weather conditions prevailing 
tfwing the growing aeaaon. 

In the Burley district an acre of 
tobacco required an average of 32.84 
days of man labor and 9:38 days of 
horse labor. Of the total cost, man 
labor constituted 38.22 per cent, 
land rent 3 .07 per cent, bamo'and 
sticks 11.65 per cent, horse labor 
70.66 i>er cent, and the other items 
cent, and machinery .76 per cent.

Usually his 
thonghts were far away from the 
hated school room with Its tasks 
which seemed meaningless to him. 
It was a common renuurk lonong the 
boys of those times that they wish- 
ed the schoolhouse would burn 
down <Mr the teacher would get sick, 
or anything happen to set them firee 
from their prison house. • 

To-day the average school room is 
bright and cheerful. The great ma- 
jority of the dhlldren would not of 
their own accord leave it. It has 
been shown to them that a person 
must have edncatlon fn order to win 
success in life. They may get weary 
and discouraged over their lessons, 
but at least thosr want to leam. 

Young people that have come 
along to and through high school 
a«e mWk that point of visw have at 
least made a tremendous gain over 
the relative position of young peo- 
ple of that age twenty-five y^rs 
ago. They have silly streaks and 
flippant ways and false ideas, that 
are in great need of correction. But 
they have some id.ea of one of the 
basic conceptions of life, expressed 
by the stereotyped but ever true 
phrase, that "Knowledge -is power."
